the cost involved, no payments out of 
which, obligations to our 
soldiers 


could he met. I have not magnified 
the outlay in behalf of those to whom 
we have a sacred obligation. It is es- 
sential 1<V remember that a more than 
four billion dollar pledge to the able- 
bodied ex-service men now will 
not 


diminish the later obligations which 
will have to be met when the youngei 
veterans of today will contribute to 
the rolls of the aged, indigent and <!o- 
•leiident. 
It is as inevitable as that 


the years will pass that pension' pro- 
vision for world war veterans will be 
made, as it has been made for those 
who served in previous iwars. It will 
cost more billions than I 
venture^ to 


suggest. 
There will be 
justification 


when the need is apparent, and a ra- 
tional financial policy today is neces- 
sary to make the Nation ready for the 
expenditure which is certain to be i>- 
mired in the coming years.

cord with the established practice or 
the Nation and puts the service men

as the millions of men who

I have not magnified 
the outlay in behalf of those to whom 
we have a sacred obligation. It is es- 
sential 1<V remember that a more than 
four billion dollar pledge to the able- 
bodied ex-service men now will 
not 


diminish the later obligations which 
will have to be met when the youngei 
veterans of today will contribute to 
the rolls of the aged, indigent and <!o- 
•leiident. 
It is as inevitable as that 


the years will pass that pension' pro- 
vision for world war veterans will be 
made, as it has been made for those 
who served in previous iwars. It will 
cost more billions than I 
venture^ to 


suggest. 
There will be 
justification 


when the need is apparent, and a ra- 
tional financial policy today is neces- 
sary to make the Nation ready for the 
expenditure which is certain to be i>- 
mired in the coming years.

temnlation of such a policy is In ac- 
cord with the established practice or 
the Nation and puts the service men 
,f the world war on the same ulnae 
as the millions of men who 
fought
